When the East Jordan boys cross 
country team traveled to the state 
competition in Brooklyn, Mich. last 
weekend, they took the hopes of the 
school and the community along with 
them. Rising to the occasion as they've 
done repeatedly throughout a stellar 
season, the boys prevailed, bringing the 
Division 4 state championship home to 
East Jordan. 

The Red Devils defeated second-place 
Ubly by 12 points to eam their second 
state championship crown in three years, 
defeating 25 other teams in the process. 

And their coaches, their school, and 
their community couldn't be prouder. 

“It's an exciting time for the Red 
Devils,” said an enthusiastic schools 
superintendent Chip Hansen of the win. 

While East Jordan. ranked number 
one in the state going into the meet. was 
expected to win, the victory didn’t come . 
easy. “Ubly sure pressured us.” said East 
Jordan co-coach Matt Peterson of the 
meet. “If Garrett [Romero] would have 
given up to those cramps in the last mile 
we wouldn't be state champions. He 
deserves a lot of credit.” 

Co-coach Dennis Snarey echoed 
Peterson's sentiment. “We struggled 
some in the boys’ race, but our toughness 
carried us through. Garrett fought cramps 
in the Jast mile. Micah [Middaugh] ran SO 
seconds faster than last year. They don’t 
come any tougher.” 

The Red Devils went ifito the state 


ranked lower than they should have been” 
all season. And while East Jordan ex- 
pected the pressure from Ubly, the compe- 
tition “was even more intense than what 
we thought.” said Snarey. “We struggled a 
little bit.” 

Sull. “[the kids] all handled it well,” he 
said. 

Tarn Leach led East Jordan with a 
sixth-place finish in 16:02.4. Crossing the 
finish just behind him was teammate 
Micah Middaugh (7th-16:16.8). followed 
by Jeremy Booze ({5th-16:38.9), Jeremy 
Penzien (29th-!7:06.9), Garrett Romero 
(38th-17:21.3), Brian Kirby (98th- 
18:21.7), and Matt 
Smith (102nd- 
18:24.4). 

“We're certainly 
going to miss the Tarn 
Leach and Micah 
Middaugh era,” said 
Snarey of the team's 
top runners, both of 
whom will be graduat- 
ing this year. “They 
brought us to new 
heights. They deserve 
credit not just for their 
running abilily, but 
also for their leader- 
ship skills.” 

Not to be left out 
of the action, the girls

fourth in the 26-team field with 190 
points. narrowly missing third-place Bath 
by one point. Maple-City Glen Lake took 
first with a score of 116. 

“This was a first to run in the state 
meet for all our girls except Heather 
Hammond,” said Peterson. “They handled 
the pressure well and we’re all very proud 
of them.”

EJ schools consider several improvement projects 


East Jordan Public Schools is con- 
sidering several capital improvement 
projects, expected to take place over 
the next five years. 

‘ At last week’s.special meeting of 
the East Jordan Board of Education, 
the board reviewed a comprehensive 


‘report from the district’s architect,

According to East Jordan schools 
superintendent Chip. Hansen,

Hansen noted that while the General - 
Fund would cover those improve- 
ments, it is not likely that the fund 


would also be able to absorb all of 
remaining capital improvement ex- 
penses under consideration.

ments to accommodate continued 
enrollment growth.

ment levels for the school system based on the area birth rate, inward 
and outward movement of students, and other demographic informa- 


tion. 


The board has authorized Hansen to work with Stanfred Consult- 
ants of Okemos to develop updated enrollment projection informa- 
tion. The updated information will, said board president Mary Jason, 
“give us the hard data we need to determine our next steps.” 

While the need to meet rapidly increasing enrollment numbers pre- 
sents potential problems for the district, Hansen noted that the enroll- 
ment numbers are “good news’ for the district. “The funding mecha- 
nism for public schools under Proposal A definitely favors districts 


that are growing,” he said. 


“We're in a far better position financially if we continue to grow, 
than we would be if we were losing more students to graduation than 
we were gaining in kindergarten enrollment.”

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Housing commission offers new challenge for Ginny Carey 


When longtime director Jean 
Pardee decided it was time to Step 
down from her post at the East Jor- 
dan Housing Commission, Ginny 
Carey didn’t expect she'd be the one 
to take her place. 

And even when she saw the posi- 
tion advertised, it didn’t occur to her 
to apply. But, after two different 
people had prodded her to give it a 
shot, she sent in her resume. And, 
much to her surprise, she got the job. 

Now, she’s busy. learning the ropes 
with a little help from Jean. “I know 
I've got big shoes to fill,” she said, 
referring to Jean, who had held the 
position for 15 years. A lifetime resi- 
dent of East Jordan, Carey has had 


part in the ownership of two local 
businesses, as well as experience 


working in banking for nine and a half 


years. “I love people,” she said. “I 
would get bored at home.” 

And while she hasn’t had any spe- 
cific comparable experience, she’s a 
self-proclaimed “people person,” and 
isn’t afraid of a challenge. “I love 
goals,” she said. “Every day is anew 
experience.” 

The housing commission was 
started in 1975 with the establishment 
of Lakeview Manor, a low-income 
20-unit apartment complex. The 
commission also owns and rents out 
eight family dwellings within the city 
limits. And while the commission has

Spreading the word 
about organic farming: 


Local producer Steve Edwards, 
who owns and operates Aspen Hill 
Farms in Boyne City, has found a new 
outlet for his passion for organic and 
sustenance-based farming. 

Edwards has been writing about 
his trade, and his efforts have been 
met with a positive response from na- 
tional and international publications. 

Edwards, who has been raising 
game hens and meat rabbits at Aspen 
Hill Farms for several years. has spent 
time teaching classes at Northern 
Michigan College in culinary arts, but 
only started writing in recent months. 

While he’d had no previous aspi- 
rations to write, he said, “I felt that as 
simple as this little microfarm is, 
there’s no reason for people who en- 
joy this type of thing to not be suc- 
cessful at doing it.” 

So far, Edwards has penned ar- 
ticles on such topics pertinent for 
small producers such as marketing, 
and establishing and maintaining cus- 
tomer relations. 

“These are things that were very 
difficult for me to learn,” he said. 


“There are a lot of different ways to 
conduct business than sitting around 


a boardroonrtable.”’ 

Edwards is also doing some fea- 
ture-focused writing of local interest, 
including a piece on more] mush- 
rooms, as well as a commitment to 
an upcoming article on a local pro- 
ducer of maple syrup. 

He’s had, he estimates, between 8- 
10 articles either published or in the 
process of being published. since the 
first of the year, in such publications 
as Acres USA, Small Farm Today. 
Successful Farming. and Mother 
Earth News. 

And just as his small farm is a fam- 
ily affair, so is writing. Edward's 
daughter Adrianne.14, has recently 
tried her own hand at it, with a short 
essay on her perspective of small farm 
life set to be published in an upcom- 
ing issue of Small Farm Today. 

To Edwards, and his daughter. 
writing is a way of sharing what 
they've learned through their own 
hands-on experiences, in an effort to 
help farmers accomplish more. and 
educate others on what small, organi- 
cally-based producers can do.

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looked to expand from time to time, 
they still have the same number of 
units as when they first started out 25 
years ago. 

“There’s such a need for it,” said 
Carey, who noted that all the housing 
currently owned by the commission 
has a waiting list of prospective ten- 
ants. Area growth has created a need 
for more housing, and the units the 
commission currently maintains have 
very little turnover. ‘“‘Everybody’s 
happy in here,” said Carey of 
Lakeview Manor. “They love it here, 
they get so comfortable.” 

And that, indeed, is part of the 
goal. While the commission requires 
residents of Lakeview to be self-suf- 
ficient, Carey has a hand in organiz- 
ing activities for the residents, includ- 
ing things like a resident dinner, bingo 
night, and a weekly church service. 
And occasionally, some of the resi- 
dents will talk Carey into playing a 
tune or two on the piano in the com- 
munity room. “Carey takes good care 
of them,” said Pardee. 

“It’s rewarding to work with the 
people here,” Carey said. “Sometimes 
they come in and want hugs. Hugs 


are great.” 

Much of Carey's time is currently 
consumed with the need to transfer 
the commission’s records onto the 
Internet, part of the federal regula- 
tions that the commission is subject 
to. She’s also spending time oversee- 
ing payables and receivables, com- 
pleting paperwork, and coordinating 
maintenance and improvements, such 
as the recently installed awnings on 
the building. 

In the future, Carey and the board 
of directors, a volunteer body that 
oversees commission operations, 
have an eye on expansion at some 
point, although funding will be a key 
issue. Working with the Department 
of Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD), the commission has not yet 
been successful in securing funding 
for additional properties. 

But, increased space is becoming 
amore and more urgent need. 

“We get calls daily from people 
who think we have a lot of housing,” 


Carey said, noting that all she can do 


at this point is give out the names of 


apartment complexes and other hous- 


ing around the area.

With the opening of rifle season 
fast approaching, local deer hunters 
should be aware of some new baiting 
regulations, as well as practical issues 
regarding bovine tuberculosis. 

_ The season opens officially on 
Wednesday, Nov. 15, and will run 
through Thursday, Nov. 30. 

According to Department of Natu- 
ral Resources conservation officer 
Tom Sweet, hunters in Charlevoix 
County will be limited to using two 
gallons of bait, down from last year’s 
five-gallon limit. 

“(The DNR] is suggesting that 
people spread the bait out over a 10 
foot by 10 foot area, at least, to re- 
duce the chance of deer being nose to 
nose.” 

Nose to nose contact by deer in- 
creases the chances of infection 
through respiratory contact. 


Youth group 


The middle school youth group at 
St. Joseph’s Catholic Church in East 
Jordan is hoping to enlist the 
community’s help in collecting cloth- 
ing for orphans in Russia. 

The group will be at the church 
on Sunday, Nov. 12, from noon to 6 
p.m. to accept donated clothing. 

Youth group leader Terri Warnos 
first conceived of the idea after her 
sister Beth Whiting, a former Boyne 
City. resident who now resides in 
Traverse City, adopted a baby froma 
Russian orphanage in September. 

While Whiting and her family are 
thrilled at having their newly adopted 
son, the conditions they met during 
their trip to Russia were appalling. 


“TB is a respiratory disease, and 
is spread most efficiently by aerosol,” 
said wildlife biologist Elaine Carlson. 

“When the bacteria is allowed out 


. of the body, by coughing or sneez- 


ing,” she said, the infection range is 
approximately “within three feet, and 
with repeated contact.” 

While the likelihood of humans 
contracting the disease from the deer 
is “exceedingly low,” healthy deer in 
close contact with an infected deer are 
at risk. 

Neighboring Antrim County is one 
of 11 counties in the state to be part 
of a bait and feed ban this year due to 
TB concerns. Those counties where 
TB-infected deer have been identified 
fall under the ban for the 2000 hunt- 
ing season. : 

Although the risk to humans is 
remote, the DNR is still asking huht- 


‘ 


ers to use ‘‘common sense” in han- 
dling deer. 

“In field dressing a deer, wearing 
gloves is smart, period,” said Carlson. 
“IF you see anything suspicious, con- 
tact a DNR office.” The DNR will 
test the deer for signs of TB. 

As far as consuming the venison, 
Carlson said, again, cooking the meat 
thoroughly is key, as with any type 
of meat. 

In the interest of keeping'track of 
TB incidents, hunters are asked to 
bring in their deer to be tagged at a 
deer check station. A new station has 
been established this year on the cor- 
ner of East and North streets in Boyne 
City, and will be open from Nov. 15- 
19 from 9 a.m.-6 p.m., and from Nov. 
20-30 from 8 a.m.-S p.m., except Nov. 
23 and 24. 

Other stations in the area include 


the Gaylord Operations Service Cen- 
ter at 1732 West M-32 ‘in Gaylord, 
which will be open from Nov. 13-19 
from 8 a.m.-6 p.m., and Nov, 20-30 
’ from 8 a.m.-5 p.m., except Nov. 32 
and 24, and the Bellaire Field Office, 
at 701 Cayuga St., open Nov. 15-19 
from 9 a.m.-6 p.m., and Nov. 20-30 
from 8 a.m.-4:30_p.m., except Nov. 
‘23 and 24. 

Tagged deer heads will be tested, 
and hunters will get an individual re- 
sponse by postcard in regard to their 
deer's condition in less than 10 days, 
typically. 

For private property owners who 
wish to allow someone to hunt on 
their property, courtesy forms are 
available from the Charlevoix County 
Sheriff’s Office by calling 547-4461 
or stopping by their office in 
Charlevoix.
